Welfare budget strained - outlook gloomy 


Lock of jobs, the high cost of 
living with resulting family break- 
ups because of financial problems, 
longer qualifying conditions for un- 
employment insurance, bad weather 
during the past few months... .all 
are going to put severe strain on 
welfare budgets in Prince Edward, 
Lennox and Addington ond Hastings 
Counties in the coming months. 

Through no fault of their own, 
people who have never had to opply 
for assistance before may find them- 

selves in front of a welfore worker, 

asking for help. . snot an easy thing 
for them to do if they've been used 
to standing on their own two feet. 

General Assistance, which most 
of us know as welfare, is not des- 
igned to cover long-term problems, 
such os permanent disability, which 
eventually fall into the Ontario Gov- 
ernment's Family Benefits or other 
programs. 

Welfare's aim is to ossist quickly 
where there is a temporary need. 


REPORT FROM HASTINGS 


"We're going to feel the pinch," 
soys R.E, Tucker, director of social 
services for Hastings County. "We 
do expect an increase in caseloads." 

He pointed out that the increase 
in the time for elegibility for Un- 
employment Insurance would not be 
such a big problem in Hastings as it 
might in an area like Picton where 
conning factories employ people 
for short periods. . like eight weeks. 

"But," he said, "conning is not 
the only industry affected. For ex- 
ample roofers can't work in the wet 
weather we've been having so might 
not have the work time to build up 
enough qualifying weeks."

Provincial law says that anyone is 
entitled to apply for welfare and, if 
they meet the qualifying conditions, 
they must be given assistance, 
whether there is money in the budget 


to cover it, or not. 

The Province pays 80% of the gen- 
eral welfare (50% of which it gets 
back from the Federal Government) 
and the local municipality pays the 
other 20%. 

People who opply for this general 
welfare and are turned down have 
the right to an appeal and a hearing 
before the Social Assistance Review 
Board (not a locol group) and the

LENNOX AND ADDINGTON 

"We've already been hit by the 
economic situation, " says Art Dawson 
welfare administrator for Lennox and 
Addington. 

"We don't anticiopte that it's 
going to be any worse than the beg- 
inning of November lost year, when 
our case load climbed considerably 
from what it had been in the last two 
Novembers. 

He doesn't expect much effect in 
the county because of the longer 
quolifying period for unemployment 
insurance, as most of the industries 
are not seasonal ones. 

"We hold a tight line os for os 
employable people are concerned 
ond it is difficult for an employable 
person to get assistance," he says. 

"We investigate thoroughly and, if 
any other sources ore available, we 
require them to use them. 

"We try to encourage people . An 
employable person is required to take 
work, even at minimum wage, whether 
it be full time, port time or casual 
employment, if it is offered.

Prince Edward is the only one of 
the three counties reporting that the 
budget has been odequate and, ot 
the present time, underspent.

Prince Edward is unique among 
the three counties in thot it has a 
lorge fruit and farming area, providing 
summer work.

999 year 
lease may be 
cut short 


The problem of the 999 yeor lease 
of Mohawk Reserve Land in Shannon- 
ville is one step closer to o possible 
solution. 

On Oct. 29, electors of the 
Mohowks of the Bay of Quinte Band 
will hold a referendum vote, by secret 
ballot on a conditional and quolified 


surrender of 124 acres of their reserve 
to the Crown so thot the surrendered 
lond may be sold and patented to the 
present lessees or occupants. 

Terms of the surrender are thot the 
Department of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development will purchase 
520 acres to add to the Reserve, 
giving the property full reserve status. 

The referendum is the culmination 
of six years of exhaustive negotiations 
between the Mohowk Band Council 
ond the Federal Department. 

The problem had its beginnings 
back in the 1830's when the Turton 
Penn Lease permitted non-natives the 
use of the property for 999 years. 

The specified annual rent was 30 
barrels of good, merchantable flour. 

According to Elton Brant, Band 
Administrator, the last payment was 
made obout 1971. 

"At least Council has brought the 
dispute to the point where there is an 
alternative," Mr. Brant said. | feel 
the alternative is fair. The lease 
isn't fair to the people of Shannonville 
ond not really fair to us. Thirty borrels 
of flour is ineavitable rent for that

support it, it will work out to benefit 
everybody. 

A referendum is mandatory in 
matters of land surrender. It has to 
have the majority of the voters. 
Eligible voters (there are about 400) 
are those who have resided on the 
reserve for a specified length of time 
and ore 21 years old. 

The 124 acres consist of 93.87 
acres of built-up area and 29.85 acres 
of opened and unopened road allow- 
ance, os contained in the Turton Penn 
Leashold area, with several exceptions , 
One of the exceptions is a 10 foot 
easement commencing from the water's 
edge on either bank of theSalmon 
River. 

The Salmon River was never part of 
the leased area, Mr. Brant pointed 
out. 

"The Government employed an 
appraiser to evaluate the land," he 
said "and we took his appraised value 
and said we'd take property of equal 
value. We wanted to be reasonable 
and fair."

people in the county hove really ap- 
preciated that we're trying to look 
ofter the taxpayers’ money," Mrs. 
Beaumont says. 

However, as she points out, the 
present unemployment insurance 
requirements for more than eight 
weeks work can make it more diffic- 
ult. 

"Women who work about eight 
weeks in the canning factories won't 
qualify for unemployment insurance 
benefits now. We can't predict 
what effect this will have this winter 
yet," she says. 

"We work at it, to keep the wel- 
fare rolls down," says Robert Dick- 
son, field worker who deals with 
the employables on the rolls. “The 
great majority will work and want to 
work, They come in, we discuss 
their needs. We try to be friends and 
help them with their problems. Mon- 
ey is not always the onswer. We 
have to get them motivated."

"All deserted wives or unwed 
mothers(if the father is known) must 
go to the Family Court.

Local historian dies 


His interest in marine history led 
him to play a major role in the dey- 
elopment of Prince Edward's Marine 
Museum at South Bay and he was 
instrumental in having the old 
lighthouse from False Duck Island 
removed and restored at Mariner's 
Memorial lighthouse park in South 
Marysburgh. 

He was a member of the Prince 
Edward Marine Society and Histor- 
ical Society and was the author of 

three books, "Canvas and Steam on 
Quinte Waters", "Marine Memories" 
and "Memories of Yesteryear".

Mayor John Neal reports he has had

EDITORIAL 


Next winter, when food prices are 
high, don’t blame the local farmers 
They've had it tough this year. 


First came the drought, in the early 
summer. Crop outlooks were so poor 
that the Prince Edward Federation of 
Agriculture passed a resolution, at that 
time, seeking a moratorium on interest 
and service charges on their loans 


Then came the rains ... and more 
financial problems. Were they going to 
be able to harvest the crops they had 
managed to pull through the drought 
season, with the field running wet with 
mud? 


At last week's meeting of the Prince 
Edward County Federation of 
Agriculture, members reported loss of 
some of their sweet corn acreage ... a 
grain crop not yet in ... tomatoes 
unharvested ...silos unfilled ... and white 
and lima beans deteriorated by 
moisture. 

Whe Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture has now approved Prince 
Edward's resolution for a moratorium 
on interest and service charges on loans, 
and it will be submitted at the OFA 
annual meeting in Hamilton next 
month. Meanwhile, the legal staff of the 
OFA will probe the legality of adding 
interest to unpaid accounts after 30 
days. 


In the midst of all their financial 
problems, it will not be much comfort to 
local farmers to know that Agriculture 
and Food Minister, Bill Newman, has 
just sent the Scanner a press release with 
copies of the design for a new symbol

The symbol, he points out, represents 
growth and productivity of Ontario's 
agricultural land and will be used 
extensively in the Ministry's media 
advertising program scheduled to begin 
in early November 


The Minister, speaking just prior to 
leaving on a food export mission to 
Japan, said that provincial assistance is 
available for commodity group 
promotions. 


Perhaps the OFA might like to point 
out to the Provincial Minister of 
Agriculture that there won't be any food 
products to promote unless there are 
farmers to produce them ... and they 
won't be able to produce them next 
year if they have to go bankrupt to pay 
this year’s debts because of the weather.

Energy sources on 
large scale needed: 
Taylor 


The Ontario Government is putting 
some financial muscle into its search for 
alternative sources of renewable 
energy. 


Next year's budget will include $4 
million for this purpose. This is a 
projected 460 percent increase and 
“shows the commitment we have 
undertaken to help find alternative 
energy sources,” Ontario's Minister of 
Energy and Prince Edward Lennox MPP 
James Taylor reports 


“1 think that is not a bad record ata 
time when budget constraints have 
forced cutbacks in spending in so many 
areas. Real success, however, will only 
come once industry and the public have 
fully accepted the need to look for 
alternatives on a large scale. We hope 
we are, by example, assisting that 
process. 


Also in next year's budget is $7 million 
for energy conservation uses. 


The Energy Ministry is currently 
participating in more than 100 projects 
involving renewable energy and energy 
conservation, ranging from a study of 
the feasibility of converting wood waste 
into electric power in Hearst to a solar

Who pays 
Shannonville 
school taxes? 


The people of Shannonville have not 
paid Tyendinaga Township taxes since 
1973. So who's paying the bills for the 
children of Shannonville to go to 
school? 


The answer is..all of us are, through 
the Ontario Government school grants. 


It took some digging for the Scanner 
to round up this fact. Hastings Board of 
Education sent us to the Provincial 
Government assessment office in 
Trenton and they sent us to Bill Walsh, 
clerk-treasurer for Tyendinago 
Township, who provided us with the 
information. 


As the Scanner reported several 
weeks ago, the 45 “property owners” in 
Shannonville are on land leased under a 
999-year lease from the Mohawks of the 
Bay of Quinte Band. 


In 1973, a change in the Land Tax Act 
said, in effect, that Indian land could not 
be taxed. The people of Shannonville 
were notified that they had been taken 
off the assessment for the Township and 
would no longer pay taxes until the 
matter of the leasing of the land had 
been settled. 


On Oct. 29 of this year, the electors of 
the Mohawk Band will hold a 
referendum vote on a conditional and 
qualified surrender of 124 acres of their 
Reserve to the Crown so that the 
surrendered land can be sold and 
patented to the present lessees or 
occupants. 


“Apparently, it Is expected that this 
situation will not bea continuing thing,” 
Mr. Walsh points out. 


Meanwhile, provincial grants are 
being paid to offset the loss in school tax 
revenue which would, ordinarily be 
paid by property owners in 
Shannonville. 
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on the way the

What does Prince Edward County's 
own windmill expert think of the 
$150,000-windmill project launched by 
the Ontario Ministry of Energy? 


“Wind doesn’t fall into one spot, like 
Niagara. Windmills for big things are 
simply stupid,” says Enrico Antognini, of 
Wiregrass Farm out on Long Point 


Mr. Antognini already has Canadian, 
USA, and British patents for his windmill 
and the Indian patent just arrived this 
week Russian and French patent 
applications are in the works now 


“| started tinkering with windmills 
some 15 years ago," he says. “My aim was 
to produce an inexpensive windmill 
which could serve my rural home or 
farm. It's progressing slowly but steadily 


“I'm not competing with Hydro, we're 
on different wavelengths. Ontario 
Hydro, the Ministry of Energy and the 
National Research Council are all totally 
married to the concept of having 
something big. Because of the bigness, 
they can’t think in terms of one family 


“They make the assumption that the 
harnessing of power...any power, solar, 
wind or what have you...are matters 
which can only be done on a big scale, 
by big business at big expense.

heated school in St. Catharines 
(Canada’s first). 


Latest project to be unveiled is a 40- 
foot high, $105,000-windmill that looks 
like an eggbeater. Erected on Toronto 
Island for a four-month trial, it will 
determine both the technical and 
economic capability of combining a 
windmill with a diesel generator 
installation. When the wind blows at 
speeds over 8 miles an hour and below 
65 miles an hour, the windmill takes 
over part of the power generating 
function from the diesel. 


Jointly funded by the Energy Ministry 
and the National Research Council, 
kthe experiment is expected to solve 
technical problems and determine how 
much diesel fuel can be saved so that 
such systems can be utilized in remote 
areas not connected to Ontario's grid 
system. 


“By operating the windmill and the 
diesel engine together, we hope to be 
able to provide continuous power and 
cut down on the use of diesel fuel 
which is costly in the north,”Mr. Taylor 
said. 


In another area of energy sources, Mr. 
Taylor's Ministry has released a new 48- 
page booklet on solar energy, “Turn on 
the sun” designed to provide 
straightforward answers about the cost

Miss Wallbridge studied English and 
history at Queen's, graduating with a 
Bachelor of Arts degree in 1916. During 
her university years she spent her 
summers teaching school in 
Saskatchewan. There was no winter 
school there at that time. 


“My family didn’t want me to go out 
west, but they felt | should be able todo 
what | wanted,’ she said. 


“My aunt and uncle were middle aged 
when they took us in. And, later on, 
when they needed me, | stayed home 
and looked after them.’ 


It was a prosperous farm and there 
was plenty of work to do. 


There were about 26 cows and | did 
the milking for 10 years,’ she said. ‘I 
earned spending money by picking 
apples and cherries. 


“My uncle had the first Gimm’s alfalfa 
in the county, and in my teens, we had 
hop crops The Indians from the 
Reservation used to come and help us 
with the picking. | got to know many of 
them well, and they were fine people,’ 
she recalls. 


Another recollection she mentioned 
was that they had a dry house at the 
farm. 


‘There weren't many in the county. 
There was a wood fire underneath anda 
kiln above, which was reached by an 
outside stairway. The apples which 
weren't that good for eating were 
dried." 


Marie Foster ... also from an old 
county family ... grew up in Solmesville 
and went to the stone school house 
where her father and his mother, had 
gone. It was right next to the Methodist 
Church and she remembers Christmas 
school concerts held at the church. 


In 1925-26, she went to the Normal 
School in Peterborough, and all of her 
teaching in the years following, was 
done in Prince Edward County. 


At that time, she became interested in 
helping children overseas through the 
Christian Children’s Fund of Canada, 
which is publicized in the United 
Church Observer 


Her first protege was a girl in India. 


For the past 10 years, the two ladies 
have been sponsoring ‘our children’ as 
they call them, together. 


“We get letters from them,’ Miss 
Foster said, ‘and it’s thrilling.’ One of 
them was from a girl in Taiwan. It was 
written in beautiful Chinese lettering 
and an English translation was attached. 


They have had children from India, 
Korea, Hong Kong, the Phillipines and 
Taiwan. 


Some of the children they have 
sponsored have now grown up. Some 
have been taken over by their own

parents whose circumstances have 
improved. At present, there are six 
children getting their help. 


‘There are other groups asking for 
financial assistance these days,’ Miss 
Wallbridge pointed out, ‘and it’s getting 
more difficult to help, but we feel the 
children are more important.’ 


Another orphan they adopted is 
Happy, the three-legged black, brown 
and white dog. They noticed her 
running around one winter and then, 
one particularly miserable day she was 
sitting outside their gate. They brought 
her in and made her a warm spot under 
their kitchen. Now, she lives in the 
house. 


Both ladies are very concerned with 
conservation Miss Wallbridge was 
uncomfortable for most of this summer 
because of a bad bout of poison ivy. 
Sprays to kill the poison ivy could be 
harmful to the birds 


“I was raking last May and broke some 
of the ivy and gt my feet into it badly.’ 


Miss Foster has been having trouble 
with her eyes, making it difficult for her 
to distinguish some of the birds visiting 
the garden. 


But she looks after the bird houses 
and enjoys being out with her feathered 
friends. 


They take a keen interest in all birds 
but purple martins are especially 
interesting. They subscribe to, and 
sometimes contribute to, the ‘Purple 
Martin News’, published in Illinois and 
billed as North America’s backyard 
journal. 


Four of the bird houses are for purple 
martins. Each houses 12 families. 


‘They are usually about three- 
quarters full,’ Miss Foster says. ‘The 
flock seemed larger this year, but for 
some reason, they left early. Usually the 
phone wires are black with them before 
they go, but this year, | didnt notice 
them on the wires.”

Taylor is backing down on 


his personal pledge: Nicol 


The decision of the Ontario Cabinet 
to back out of their promise to 
participate in the Federal Government's 
home insulation program is disgusting, 
Jan Nicol, president of the Prince- 
Edward Lennox NDP said today in a 
press release 


The program which would have 
assisted with insulation costs of pre-1929 
homes, apart from conserving energy 
would have created 1,700 meaningful 
jobs. 


‘It is doubtful that the Federal 
Government will again bother with a 
shared program of this type. Ontario's 
withdrawal is probably the kiss of 
death.’ 


‘The 1,700 jobs would have been 
particularly welcome in view of the 
2,800 layoffs also announced last week 
by Inco Nickle Mines in Sudbury. Over 
the years, Inco has made hundreds of 
millions of dollars from the work of 
Sudbury miners and has still been given 
all sorts of handouts and special tax deal 
by the Provincial Government.’ 


They are now using their profits to 
develop mines in third world countries 
where wages are subsistence.’ 


‘In other words, Canadians have paid 
to put themselves out of work!’ 

‘The people of Ontario have been 
cheated once again. In the 1975 


election, the Premier promised a home 
insulation program. Mr. Taylor, the 
Minister of Energy, personally pledged 
full co-operation with the Federal 
Government Now he is saying we 
cannot afford such a program.” 


‘We will never be able to afford these 
vital programs as long as our tax money 
is squandered on handouts to large 
corporations who invest their profits 
elsewhere.

About 460 people have library cards and 
there are some 5,000 books crowding 
the shelves. 


The library was bulging at the seams 
and something had to be done. 


Two years ago, when Ann Farwell 
died, the library was renamed in her 
honour. People wanted to do 
something in her memory and about 
$4,000 was donated. This has been 
matched with a Wintario grant and an 
addition to the back end of the library 
was started last May. It is almost 
completed now. 


“We need the addition to house what 
we already have and to give us growing 
room,’ says Ann james, librarian for the 
Past two years. She's looking forward to 
having the present space at the front of 
the library opened up for children’s 
story hours, puppet shows and possibly, 
the showing of films. 


The new part at the back, in addition 
to providing more book shelf space, will 
have a work area and a desk for students 
to use. 


The library is a member of the Lake 
Ontario Regional Library system and 
gets provincial, county and township 
grants.

| have always been very proud of 
being a Canadian, Years ago, when my 
husband was paying his share of income 
tax, and people used to complain to me 
about paying so much, | used to say to 
them, ‘You shouldn't complain. You 
live in the best country in the world. Do 
you really pay that much for the 
priviledge?’ 


Since then, things have changed 
Now we are on the receiving end of the 
money and | find it is much harder to 
live in this country now than when we 
were on the giving end 


My husband, myself and our young 
daughter live on Family Benefits, which 
we started to receive in February 1977, 
two years after he became totally 
disabled. We live in Lanark where we 
moved from Picton a few months ago 


When he became totally disabled, he 
used up all his savings before he even 
considered asking for help. We were 
over a year before we got a cent from 
Welfare, after my husband's illness. 


He has six disintegrated discs in his 
back and is unable to do any kind of 
work. It is hard for me to work full time 
because my husband falls occasionally 
and, unless | am there, there is no one to 
help him up. Also, he has very little grip 
in his hands and drops things all the 
time, so it would be hard for himto even 
make himself a cup of tea 


| have been trying to find part time 
work and someone to be home with him 
while | am working. If | do find a job, | 
am allowed to make $120 extra, after 
that 60% of my pay is deducted from our 
monthly cheque. 


Altogether, our monthly income 
amounts to a little less that $500. Out of 
this we pay rent, hydro, heat, telephone

I'm not complaining about the 
amount of the cheque but my husband 
worked hard from the time he was a 
young teenager ... over 35 years. After 
he left the army he became a transport 
driver and, through the years, paid 
thousands of dollars in income tax. 


But when you ask for a little extra 
money for an added expense you 
weren't counting on, like a trip to a 
specialist, Social Service ask what you 
spent your monthly allowance on. 


Periodically he has to visit his 
specialist in Toronto. For a 400 mile trip 
the Social Service allowed us $20 for gas 
money. The train is completely out of 
the question, because there is too much 
vibration and the bus doesn’t give him 
the rest periods he needs. If he sits too 
long he suffers severe cramps and has a 
terrible time getting mobile again. 


The last appointment he had with a 
doctor in Kingston had to be cancelled 


Now our 16-year-old son isin hospital 
in Kingston. We needed to get to 
Kingston and have an interview with his 
doctor. Our car has broken down and 
been scrapped. We did manage to 
borrow a car but had no money for gas. 
The Perth Social Service office finally 
said they would give us $4.60 for gas 
for a 143 mile trip! 


I phoned Hon. D. Wiseman for advice 
but he was no help whatsoever. The 
only advice from his office was to try and 
find someone who commuted from 
Lanark to Kingston. As we were new in 
the district we were not familiar with the 
NDP representative here. The NDP 
have helped us out many times when 
the MPP of a different party refused. 


If you have children that you love, you 
will be able to understand how we felt 
when we were unable to visit our boy 
and find our for ourselves how he was. 

We finally managed to get the Lions 
Club and they very kindly drove us 
down there and back home again. 


I'm still a Canadian, but I’m not sure 
about it being the best country tolive in. 

I'm still proud to be a Canadian. I’m 
not proud of the way the government is 
being run.

Since the Newnhams settled here in 
1974, they have had at least 21 CAS 
children to care for. At the moment 
there are five children of their own at 
home, Perry, 18; Danny, 17; Cheryl, 16; 
Laurie, 14; and Linda 14. Three foster 
children age 4, 14 and 13, and two day- 
care four-year-olds, who are brought 
out to the farm by volunteer drivers 


“Sometimes there are as many as 15 
kids here,’ Carol said. ‘Our own kids, 
foster kids and visitors.’

Perry, where Alfred had been the boss 


in a machine shop 


The financial opportunity came along 
to make a change and they opted for a 
different life style and ‘doing their own 
thing 


Carol had been brought up on a farm 
and liked it. so they sat down and made 
up a list of what kind of farm would be 
right for them. They covered a lot of 
places in Ontario, looking for just the 
when they saw their 


right one and

their specifications

As soon as Carol saw it she said, 
the kind of place I'd like to have, 
said, ‘and here we are.’ 


They made the move in about 40 trips 
with a half-ton truck. They had been 
keeping some calves in their basement 
and ‘Visitors who didn't know they were 
there were startled to hear calves 
bawling under their feet 


They ve raised kids in the house too. 
We've got nine goats,’ he said, ‘and 
they all seem to get born on blustery 
days so we bring them in.’ 


What appeals about this county is that 
everyone is friendly,’ he says. ‘I made a 
lot of mistakes when | started farming 
Sometimes | get my priorities mixed up, 
and everyone was helpful with advice.’ 


They now have 2 horses, 30 head of 
beef cattle, ducks, geese, chickens, cats, 
dogs and kids... both kinds... as they put 
it 


During the winter Alfred works for 
the township on the snow plow. 


‘I cut wood, do some trapping, and 
whatever else comes up,’ he says. 
‘Everybody helps. The kids geta share of 
the profits unless it’s ‘family work’, like 
keeping the kitchen wood box full or 
other jobs around the house. And other 
farmers ofter call on us for help. ifthere 
are no boys available to answer these 
calls, we send one of the girls to help get 
haying or other jobs done. One of the 

neighbours said the girls were the best 
help he ever had.’ 


“We have our own meat, vegetables, 
eggs and milk. We eat well... that comes 


first. But our grocery bills are between 
$500 and $600 a month. We couldn't do 
it if it wasn’t for the board rates paid by 
the CAS.”

‘The children have little trouble 
settling in. Most settle within a couple 
of days. Our own kids are ahelpand the 
new ones fall into place quite easily,’ 
Carol says. 


‘We have no foster children right now 
who can't be placed, but we are in need 
in the sense of having achoice so we can 
match children to parents,’ Bill Sweet 
said. ‘And we are in desperate need for 
volunteer drivers. We're also looking 
for people who will take children who 
are not in CAS care out for a day or an 
afternoon.” 


‘We're delighted the Newnhams 
came here,’ he says, ‘and that’s putting it 
mildly. Since they've been here we've 
probably used them more than any 
other foster homes.’ 


And, on the other side of the picture 
... ‘They're a nice CAS to work with,’ says 
Mr. Newnham.
